senger trains will also be carried directly into the city. Many men are at work in this 
bay region building trestles and making approaches, but work is hindered by the diffi 
culty of getting material through from the East. The Dumbarton bridge will not be 
completed before a year, but the cut-off is practically finished now. When all is ready 
freight trains will stop in the new yards, be segregated by cars and sent in to their 
destination by switch engines. VPassenger trains will go into the city intact. 

Another link in the chain is this: In the city proper, and just southward of the 
passenger terminal at 3d and Townsend streets, the Southern Pacific Company has 
lately purchased four solid blocks for improved terminal facilities. This land represents 
an investment of about $10,000,000, including the contemplated improvements. It lies 
on both sides of Channel street, which is a waterway reaching in from the bay. This 
still-water inlet will be dredged to allow the largest ocean steamers to come alongside 
the railroad tracks, and the company will build wharves on both sides from 3d _ street 
to 7th street. This means direct contact of transcontinental freight trains with trans 
Pacific steamers. Freight will come in solid trains round by way of Dumbarton bridge 
and into the city by way of the bay shore route, enter the great distributing yards at 
Visitacion Cove and by switch engines be carried direct to the wharves. This mile of 
wharves will not serve the company alone. By switching arrangements entered into 
with the Southern Pacific, the Santa Fe will be permitted to reach steamers docked 
at the great Channel-street wharves, and doubtless the Western Pacific, when the time 
comes, will have the same privilege. 

The vast expenditure which these iinks in the great chain of the Southern Pacific 
system necessitate show the unbounded faith which this company has in the commer

swept the whole business section of the city. On the contrary, the tremendous work of 
rebuilding is taxing the facilities of the railroad to the utmost, while the increased 
travel on the Coast line, the greatly-augmented suburban travel down the Peninsula, 
and on the eastern shore of the bay, and the tax upon the company ferry system, neces 
sitates enlarged facilities. Thus the local lines which serve Oakland, Berkeley, Ala 
meda and Fruitvale are to be converted from steam to electricity and supplied with 
new cars with large vestibule ends to facilitate rapid ingress and egress of passengers. 
Work has already begun, a great power-house to supply the electric current being the 
first undertaking. Contracts to the amount of $2,000,000 have been placed so as to 
secure rapid delivery of cars and electrical equipment. 

In addition, three new ferry steamers are building to supply the needs of what is 
already the largest ferry system in the world. An average of 22,000,000 people are 
carried yearly. Vrior to the fire these ferries carried a fairly regular traffic of 1,300,

lor greater facility in handling trains on the Oakland Mole—a vast causeway built 
out into the bay for several miles—an addition strip about 100 feet wide is now being 
built Numerous trackage changes and improvements and new work are also unde! 
way. The route of the overland up the bay shore on the east side is being overhanied. 
curves eliminated and the whole line put into the best possible condition. From Sacra 
mento southward to Walnut Grove a branch line is building down the river bank to 
reach the rich delta country along the river. It will be carried to a junction with the 
main San Joaquin Valley line at Antioch. The gap is being closed in the San Ramor 
valley, and the local line will connect with the main line at Pieasanton. The Santa 
Cruz narrow-gauge is being replaced by a standard-width track, a branch iine run from 
Mayfield to Los Gatos, double tracks laid from San Francisco to San Jose and block 
signals installed in the north, the new road to Klamath Lake is rapidly being com 
pleted. This leaves the main Shasta route to Oregon and bisects Buttel valley on its 
way to the great Government irrigation works at Klamath Lake, og the borders of 
Southern Oregon.

RAILROADS MENAGED BY GEORGIA LEGISLATION. 


[ Special Correspondence 


Atlanta, Ga., August 12. 

If the Legislature of Georgia shall pass 
certain pending anti-railroad legislation, 
as it undoubtedly will, railroad corpora- 
tions operating in this State will face such 
radical restrictions that, it is claimed, all 
improvements for the present will be 
stopped and transportation facilities 
greatly hampered. 

Fearing the final enactment of such 
measures into laws, two of the largest rail- 
roads are reported to have already discon- 
tinued plans for future extension. These 
roads are the Southern Railway and the 
Tampa Northern Railway, now running 
from Tampa to Brooksville, Fla., a dis- 
tance of some 40 miles. The last-named 
railroad is destined to become one of the 
greatest systems of th: South, being 
closely allied with th» connections of the 
Atlanta, Birmingham «& Atlantic road, of 
Which it will be an extension. This ex- 
tension had been planned for some time, 
leaving the Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlan- 
tie at Thomasville, Ga., and passing 
through one of the richest portions of 
South Georgia and West Florida, connect- 
ing with the present line of the Tampa 
Northern at Brooksville. The road would 
pierce one of the wealthiest phosphate re 
gions and timber sections of Florida, with 
mammoth deep-water terminals at Tampa, 
but the extension has been postponed on 
account of the attitude of the General 
Assembly. 

It is said that it is for the same reasons 
that the Southern Railway has given up 
its proposed double-trackage between At- 
lanta and Washington, as well as the new 
line from Atlanta to Birmingham. The 
double track between Washington and At- 
lanta was being laid principally by the 
extension of side-tracks from one station 
to another, but it is said that all specifica- 
tions have been cancelled except where 
actual contracts had been made. The 
Southern Railway had also contemplated 
the regrading and straightening of the 
present line to Birmingham, a survey hav- 
ing been made. This has been given up 
for the present time. 

It is also understood that the Seaboard 
Air Line has for the time given up the 
extension of its road from Atlanta to Ma- 
con, which would give it connection with 
the Macon, Dublin & Savannah and a di- 
rect line from Atlanta to Savannah. 

The present Legislature was principally 
elected upon the platform of Governor 
Hoke Smith, who was chosen as the chief 
executive by an overwhelming majority of 
the people. The larger part of his cam- 
paign was directed against the alleged mo- 
nopoly of railroad control in Georgia 
under what was termed the former “polit- 
ical machine.” Governor Smith pledged 
himself, if elected, to urge legislation that 
would correct what his party platform

While there have been a number of 
measures introduced and passed by tie 
two branches of the General Assem!)ly, 
the main and potent bills that will restrict 
railroads in the State are as follow:

(4.) The Hardman bill, to prevent con 
fis-ation of cars and shipments and de- 
murrage to shippers for unnecessary cde- 
tention of cars. 

(5.) The Born measure, allowing more 
liberal claims for damages by railroad 
employes, 

(6.) The Williford bill, fixing an eight- 
hour day for railroad telegraph operators. 

(7.) The Dobbs bill, for the prompt 
movement of fruit shipments. 

(S.) The Born bill, to make the incony 
bondholders of railroads participants in 
the business proceedings of a railroad. 


(9.) The investigation of the ownershi 
of the Central of Georgia Railroad. 

(10.) The extension of the Western & 
Atlantic Railroad from Atlanta to the sea

lature approximately 100 bills and resolu 
tions affecting railroads, the above are 
among the most important, and the most 
drastic measure of them all is claimed to 
be the Candler bill, which was introduced 
by Mr. C. M. Candler, representative from 
DeKalb county.
